28.—Ac- 
cording to reports made to the De- 
partment of Commerce, the total 
revenues of the State governments 
in 1922 amounted to $1,159,445,- 
130, or $10.71 per capita. The 
total payments amounted to 
$1,280,237,898, or an average of 
$11.82 for each person, consisting 
of, expenses for maintenance and 
operation of the State govern- 
ments, $920,884,820; interest ,on 
debt, $41,308,039; and payments for 
permanent improvements, $313,- 
045.039; making an excess of all 
costs over revenues of $120,792,- 
768, or $1.12 per capita. 

This indicates that the revenues 
are sufficient to cover ordinary run- 
ning expenses of the State govern- 
ments, pay the interest on the pub- 
lic debt, and a part of the cost of 
permanent improvements, the dif- 
ference being met by the issuance 
of bonds.

“But now that demand has been 
largely filled we shall probably see 
building operations taper off for 
some time to come. 

“The new space that has been 
put on the market is necessarily 
high-priced because of the cost .of 
buliding material and the unpre- 
cedented wages paid to labor. ® 

“Managers of office buildings 
have come to recognize that they 
are selling a commodity that is 
governed by the same economic 
laws that govern other commodi- 
ties.

Apparently the woman did not 
know that her husband was dead 
and that. even while she spoke, 
services were being held over his 
body in the Congregational Ch 
at Wallingford. 


WOMAN IN HOSPITAD

immediately after she emerged 
from the coma. At the conclusion 
of the examination they announced 
that the woman was normal and 
that she had simply been suffer- 
ing from a mild case of hysteria 
and from nervous shock.

Frank Archibald and State's Attor- 
ney Charles. E. Novak. they pre- 
pared to go to the hospital at once 
and subject the woman to a thor- 
ough examination in an effort to 
clear up the mystery surrounding 
the murder of her husband.

What the San Joaquin Light

In View of the activity in real- 
estate transactions in thie part of 
the country it is thought that a 
little information relative to the 
income tax dug upon profits from 
sale of rea) estate would be of 
interest. 

The rules governing the,sale of 
property are very explicit and in 
most cases comparatively simple. 

Where property was purchased 
subsequent to March 1, 1913, the 
taxable profit is the difference be- 
tween the cost and selling price. 
To the original cost may be added 
any amounts paid for loeal bene- 
fits such as assessments for street 
pares. sewers, storm drains, etc.. 
and from the selling price may be 
deducted the total expense of mak- 
ing the sale such as comm 
escrow charges, etc. 

Where the property sold is of 
a depreciable nature the deprecia- 
tion sustained must be deducted 
from the cost even though it has 
not been deducted on any prior 
tax return. Exception as to de- 
preciation is made, however. in 
the case of a taxpayer's own resi- 
dence. Interest and taxes paid dur- 
ing the time the property was 
held are not allowed to be added 
to cost but may be deducted as 
current expenses for the year in 
which paid or accrued. 

In the cage of property acquired 
prior to March 1, 1913, the value 
as of that date governs and the 
same rules ag above apply with 
.this difference. If the cost of the 
property was more than the val- 

the difference

Federal Dry Agents Get 
Tip on Bold Program to 
Smuggle Truck Load 
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Acting oh advices from reliable 
sources in the underworld, Super- 
visor Charles F.gGailing left yes- 
terday @or San Diego and Ti- 
juana, accompanied by Agent D. 
J. O'Leary and Henry W. Hess, 
advisor to the Federal Enforce- 
ment Bureau, in an attempt to 
prevent the smuggling in of sev- 
eral thousand cases of imported 
liquor across the border. On ac- 
count of the stringent watches be- 
ing kept along the coast, liquor 
runners are reported to have de- 
cided to make a colossal invasion 
over the Mexican border.

In for Repairs After Fire 
at Sea; Ice Two Feet Thick 
on Ship in Atlantic 


Ice to a thickness of two feet 
sheathed the steamer Jennie R. 
Morse so completely soon after 
she sailed from New York for Ja- 
pan on the Sth inst. that she be- 
came almost helpless. Her entire 
crew manned axes for two days to 
chop ice from the decks and cargo 
gear. Yesterday morning the 
same craft arrived safely at Leos 
Angeles Harbor, in summer and 
sunshine, after having successfully 
fought a three-day fire at sea in 
the Pacific and a northerly gale off 
the Gulf of Tehuantepec. 

Fire damage to the big Barber 
liner and her cargo was so seri- 
ous, according to maring, survey- 
ora, that a general average will be 
declared on her entire cargo. Her 
entire load of East Coast products 
is consigned to Kobe, Japan, but 
damage and loss by fire will re- 
sult in the steamer’s being held 
at this port for a long stay until 
the dam cargo is discharged, 
other freight loaded and the ves- 
sel repaired. - 

Practically 50 per cent of her 
$400,000 cargo of tinplate, steel 
/and machinery was damaged by 
fire, water and steam, the entire 
forward cargo section having been 
flooded and filled with live steam 
in an effort to extinguish the fire 
——the location of which could not 
be determined.

Dr. Spencer Admits Beliefs 
Are Mysterious 


for Science Progress 


Episcopalians Gather Here 
for Annual Meeting 


While denying that the majority 
of members of the Catholic, or 
so-called “High Church’ of the 
Episcopalian denomination, are 
Fundamentalists in the sense of 
being opposed to science and prog- 
ress, Dr. Irving Spencer, rector 
of St. Matthias Church and a dele- 
gate to the twenty-ninth annual 
convention of the Episcopal dio- 
cese, being conducted at St. John’s 
Church, yesterday placed himself 
on record as opposed to any doc- 
trine that contradicts the Virgin 
Birth and the physical resurrec- 
‘tion of Jesus. 

The statements made by Dr. 
Spencer followed a conference of 
the Board of Christian Education 
at which Prof. J. H. Montgomery 
of the University of Southern Cal- 
ifornia and Rev. G. H. Wreford of 
San Diego discussed methods of 
combatting “religious illiteracy.” 


WOULD LABEL BOOKS 


Discussing the books that are 
placed in the Laymen’s League li- 
braries, Dr. Spencer voiced the 
‘opinion that works on  acience, 
theology and other subjects should 
be labeled in order that the read- 
ers, before taking up the books for 
study, might know whether they 
were going to read arguments in 
of or opposed to modern-. 


Dr. Spencer said that there are 
few “extreme modernists” in the 
Episcopal Church and declared 
that the majority of Presbyterians, 
Methodists and members of other 
denominations are heartily in ac- 
cord with the Episcopal Church in 
the effort to uphold the people's 
daith in the Divinity of Chriet. 


SAYS CHURCH MUST GROW 

“Our church today is in touch 
and in sympathy with modern aci- 
ence, and we do not deny that 
evolution may be a fact.” said Dr. 


Spencer. “We are not funda- 
mentalists in the common! ac- 
cepted case of that word. e do 


not emphasize the literaliem of 
the Bible and we are well aware 
of the fact that the knowledge of 
the church must advance with the 
knowledge being gained by humas- 
ity at lare-. 

“Nevertheless, we hold fast t 
the fundamental doctrines 
Christ and logically believe that 
such a life as that of Jesus can 
be accounted for only on the basis 
of His miraculous birth.” contin- 
ned the speaker. “We do not think 
it necessary to base our campaign 
for converts on the Virgin Birth 
and the physical resurrection, but 
we believe that Christ was, and is 
what He is because He was the 
Son of God, born of the Immacu- 
late Virgin. 

“The modernists believe in @ 
spiritual resurrection. The church 
holds to faith in the resurrection 
of the body, of the flesh. Here 
are mysteries which the mind of 
man is not yet able to compre- 
hend. We know that all the atoms 
of the body are constantly chang- 
ing. even while we live, and how 
the miracie of resurrection of the 
body shall be accomplished only 
the great God knows. 


HAS SAME BODY 


“Yet, just as today I may be said 
to have the same body that I had 
ten years ago, in spite of the 
changes that have taken place in 
this body, it is not illogical to be- 
lieve that Cod, with whom all 
things are possibile, shall resur- 
rect this body and make it an heir 
to immortal life. If we stop be- 
Hieving at the point at which we 
do not perfectly understand, our 
faith will be wrecked on a sea of 
doubt and that very doubt shall 
be a stumbling block even im the 
way of intellectual development. 

“Any scientific theory that re- 
duces Chriet to the level of a man 
only. deciaring that any man may 
know himself for an incarnation 
of the Deity, as Christ knew Him- 
self to be, and that denies Hig vir- 
gin birth and, p ical resurrec- 
tion, has a tenden to undermine 
the foundation on which rests the 
sublime structure of the Christian 
religion,” said Dr. Spencer.
